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School Indemnity Lands. 

On February 14th, 1893, the State Board or Education ap- 
pointed B. F. Hampton, Esq., of Gainesville, Fla., agent to 
select School Indemnity lands, due the State under act of 
Congress of February 26, 1859, and afterwards the board 
entered into contract with Mr. James M. Graham of Alachua 
county, Florida, to sell him all lands approved to the State 
under the selection of B. F. Hampton, at the rate of one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents an acre. The board has not been 
put to any expense in making these selections, and has not 
paid any commissions for the work. 

The contract made with Messrs. Graham and Hampton, is 
as follows : 

State op Florida, | 
Leon County, j 

This contract made and entered into this 25th day of 
April, A. D. 1893, by and between Henry L. Mitchell, Gov- 
ernor; William B. Lamar, Attorney-General; Jno. L. Craw- 
ford, Secretary of State; Clarence B. Collins, State Treasurer, 
and William N. Sheats, Superintendent Public Instrucion, 
as officers and members of the State Board of Education of 
Florida, parties of i he first part, and James M. Graham by 
his attorney in fact, Benjamin F. Hampton, party of the sec- 
ond part, witnesseth : 

That the said parties of the first part hereby agree to sell 
to the siiid party of the second part, his heirs, administrators, 
executors and assigns, all the school indemnity lands now 
due and owing the State of Florida by the United States, 
under the act of Congress of February 26th, 1859, including 
all lands now selected under said act, and not yet approved 
by the Department of the Interior, at one dollar and twenty- 
five cents (#1-35) per acre, and to make to him or such per- 
sons as he may designate, deeds thereto, upon the payment 
of such sum of $1.25 per acre. It is expressly understood 
that the said James M. Graham hereby agrees and obligates 
himself to purchase at the price named, all the lands found to 
be due and owing to the State, under ths said act of Con- 
gress of February 26th, 1859, when the same have been ap- 
proved, and in order to indemnify the said Board against 
loss by his failure or refusal to carry out the conditions of 
this contract, the said Graham has deposited $1,500 <vith the 
State Treasurer, which said amount, in event of his failure or 
refusal, as above set forth, he agrees shall be forfeited to the 
Board, otherwise the same shall be accepted bv the said 
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Board in its final settlement with the said James M. Gra- 
ham as a part of the purchase money mentioned herein. 

In witness whereof, we have hereunto set our hands and 
seals in the city of Tallahassee, Florida, this 25th day of 
April, A. D. 1893.

In addition to the sales and conveyances made in the Land 
Office as set forth in the foregoing pages, a large correspond- 
ence in relation to the purchase of lands has been carried on; 
in fact, th« inquiry about State lands has been very great for 
the past two years, but owing to the fact that the State does 
not own any extensive tracts in solid bodies, sales have not 
been consummated. 

Several matters relating to lands have been adjusted with 
the General Land Office, and it is hoped that the whole 
Swamp land matter will be wound up completely with the 
present year. ' 
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Lands Sold for Taxis. 

On July 1, 1894, all lands unredeemed, which had been cer- 
tified to the State in 1892 for the unpaid taxes of 1891 were 
turned over to the Commissioner of Agriculture for sale 
under the provisions of Chapter 4011, Laws of Florida, being 
an "Act to Provide for Certifying Lands to the Comptroller 
Upon Which Taxes Have Not Been Paid, for the Redemption 
Thereof, and for the Forfeiture and Sale of Lands Not Re- 
deemed," approved June 10, 1891. 

Under provisions of this act, the Comptroller, State Treas- 
urer and the Commissioner of Agriculture are the appraisers 
of the land to be sold. The price paid generally has been out- 
standing State and County taxes, with interest and costs, 
including fee of clerk of court on certificates of 1893 and 1894, 
and all purchasers have been required to take up the certifi- 
cates of 1893 and 1894, if there were any, before the deeds 
issue. This law has added an immense amount of work to the 
office without providing any pay for extra clerks, but the work 
has been kept up without any delay to persons offering to 
purchase such tax lands. 

It is to be regretted that this method of selling lands for 
unpaid taxes has not been satisfactory, the law only applies 
to land certified to the State for unpaid taxes during the 
years 1892 and 1893, and is radically different from any past 
law or the present statute on the subject of selling real prop- 
erty lor unpaid taxes. 

For the sake of uniformity in the matter of taxation, and 
to avoid confusion as to tax titles, the law should be repealed. 
In this connection, care should be taken to protect the inter- 
ests of the State and coifnties in the matter of taxes, and costs 
of advertising lands certified for those years. 

Having had a good deal of experience in the selling of 
lands for taxes, I take the liberty of recommending to your 
Excellency the necessity of having only one place for the re- 
demption or purchase of tax certificates. Under the present 
system, or rather laws on the subject, real property can be re- 
deemed or purchased through the clerk of the Circuit court 
of the county where the land lies or from the State Treasurer 
at Tallahassee, and if certified to the State during the years 
1892 or 1893 can be purchased from the Commissioner of 
Agriculture. With three places at which Tax Sale lands can 
be purchased, it is possible now for the same tract to be sold 
to three different persons, each one claiming under a tax title 
from the State. 

The State Treasurer is the present custodian of all tax cer- 
tificates covering lands bought in by the State or certified to 
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it for unpaid taxes. The clerk of the Circuit court of eich 
-county is furnished with a list of the lands purchased by or 
certified to the State, and all tax certificates should be re- 
deemable or purchasable only at the office of the State Treas- 
urer. Money so paid in would become available at once for 
State and county purposes, and no confusion is to title culd 
arise. 

All purchasers of tax certificates should also be required 10 
take up all outstanding tax certificates and pay all 'axes on 
the property embraced in the certificates up to and including 
the year the purchase is made.

Fertilizers. 



Under this bead I have but little to say, the law regula- 
ting the inspection of fertilizers, and the payment of the tax, 
needs some amendments, but such can be made by the Leg- 
islature when the matter comes up before that body. 

The fund arising from the tax on fertilizers, has, as usu »1, 
paid the salaries of the State Chemist, the Inspectors of Fer- 
tilizers, and all clerks in the department except two, who are 
paid from the money arising from sale of lands; has paid 
postage and expressage on all matter sent out or received by 
the department, except those that related to sale of 1 tnds. 

Has paid for all printing of the Bulletin, Agricultural 
Statistics, tags, forms of oaths, Proceedings of State Horti- 
cultural Society, and other matters relating to Fertilizers and 
its Department. 

Tobacco seed and small packages of Sea Island cotton seed 
have been distributed for experimental purposes to all who 
have applied for such. The State Chemist has a full report 
as to the work done by him, and attention is called to that, 
which follows, and is made a part of my report under this 
head.

Report of the State Chemist. 



To His Excellency, Governor H. L. Mitchell: 

Sib— In accordance wiih Section 908, Revised Statutes, I 
herewith submit my annual report. 

The work of this laboratory has been as much as possible 
along the lines contemplated by the law, viz: the analysis of 
fertilizers and fertilizing materials, but such other work as 
the examination of minerals and other materials found in 
this state, has been done when time and opportunity per- 
mitted . 

The analyses of the various fertilizers sold in this state 
have been published as rapidly as made in each issue of the 
Monthly Bulletin, and the very general demand for this pub- 
lication from all over the state is the best evidence of its 
value to the farmers and fruit growers. The practice of re- 
ferring to the official " Bulletins," in all fertilizer consuming 
states, has become so very general, that the State Chemist is 
constantly in receipt of communications and visits from the 
agents oi the various manufacturers of fertilizers, urging the 
necessity of getting every one of their brands of fertilizers 
into the Bulletin, in order that they may be able to sell their 
goods to citizens of the state. 

The system of giving valuations to commercial fertilizers 
is beset with many difficulties, and has often met with much 
criticism, since on account of the varying degrees of solubil- 
ity, etc., of the various materials of which fertilisers may be 
manufactured, the different soils to which they are to be ap- 
plied, the many wholly different crops, and other conditions 
which obtain, make it impossible that the " relative " or " com- 
parative " valuation should in all cases represent the crop 
producing value ; then, too, the fluctuations in value of many 
ingredients are regulated by the laws of supply and demand, 
and at certain seasons fertilizing materials may be purchased 
at lower prices than prevail at other times ; besides this 
freight rates to different points vary greatly, and the credit of 
the purchaser and the amount of competition are factors to 
be considered. We therefore adopt a system of valuation 
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which is intended to indicate the relative commercial value of 
the several brands of fertilizers sold in the state, and it is 
identical in its general features with those adopted by nearly 
all the laboratories and experiment stations, being exactly 
like that used in Georgia, the largest fertilizer consuming 
state in the Union, and for whom Dr. Payne, the State Chem- 
ist, claims that her well devised fertilizer liws have secured 
to her citizens fertilizer prices lower than prevail even in 
states where the goods are manufactured, and quotes an in- 
stance where a given fertilizer sold in certain New England 
states for $30 per ton, in Tennessee fur $26 per ton, and in 
Georgia for $22 per ton. We have ev*ry reason to believe 
that in this respect Florida is on an equal fooling with her 
big sister state. 

The valuations adopted for the current year were as fol- 
lows : 

For available phosphoric acid . 5£ cents per pound 

For insoluble phosphoric acid . • H cents per pound 
For nitrogen, estimated as ammonia . 15 cents per pound 
For potash (K» 0) .... 5^ cents per pound 

With a uniform addition of $3 per ton lor freight, etc., to 
Florida seaports. 

To calculate the commercial value of a ton of a given fer- 
tilizer, it is only necessary to remember that the ton used is 
2,000 pounds, so that the per centage of any given ingredient 
is to be multiplied by 20 to obtain the number of pounds in 
each ton, and this again by the price per pound of that in 
gredient ; to the sum of these results is added $3, to cover 
estimated cost of freight, etc., delivered at Florida seaports. 

The samples examined under Section 895, act of June, 1893, 
represent the product of forty five manufacturers, and num- 
ber 155 ; under Section 903 of Re _ ised Statutes, twenty- 
eight ; and under Section 907, one. The receipts for analyses 
under the last two sections amounted to $71, which was paid 
into the State Treasury. 

The products were as a rule of good quality, and in only a 
few instances have any been found to be below the manufac- 
turer's guarantee.

State Prison. 



All p rsons serving sentences of confinement at hard labor 
in the Suit- prison on hand January 1, 1893, and all sen- 
tenced by the County Criminal courts and Circuit Courts of 
the State that year, weie worked by Hon. E. B. Bailey and 
bis sub-contractors under the contract made by the Board 
of Commissioners of State Institutions with Gen. Bailey in 
December, 1890, he piying to the State for that year at the 
rate of $22 50 per annum for each convict. 

The convicts un'ler Geu. Bailey direct, were engaged in 
the mining of phosphate and other occupations incidental 
thereto. These phosphates works were situated near the Ich- 
tucknee Springs on the line between Columbia and Su- 
wannee counties, and near Fort White, Columbia county. 

Messrs. T. G. and J. A. Cranford, sublessees of Gen. 
Bailey for the year 1893, worked ihe convicts they had in 
turpentine camps, manufacturing naval stores. These works 
were located in the northern part ot Columbia county. Mr. 
V. J. Herlong, also a sub-lessee, worked his convicts in the 
southern part of Columbia county; these worked in sawmills 
and in the manufacture of naval stores. 

Mr. J. K. Young, another subcontractor of convicts from 
Gen. Bailey, manufacturer! naval ftores near Luraville, Su- 
wannee county; the camps and works being on the Suwannee 
river, in the northern part of LaFayette county. 

On June 1st, 1893, while the Legislature was in session, 
the matter of leasing convicts was considered by the House 
of Representatives, and below is given copy of a resolution 
adopted by that body, and ihe action of the Board of Com- 
missioners of State Institutions in reference to the hire of 
convicts after ihe cuntract with Gen. Bailey ended Decern 
ber 31, 1893. 

" 'Resolved by the House of Representatives of the State of 
Florida : That so much of the action of the House of Rep- 
resentatives as relates to the action taken by them with ref- 
erence to the several propositions made respectively by E. B. 
Bailey, Esq., J. L. Morgan, Esq., and West Bros., for the 
lease of the State convicts, be immediately certified to the 
Board of State Institutions, with the request that they pro- 
ceed immediately to take said matter under consideration, 
and to enter into contract with such of »aid parties upon tha 
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basis of their respective propositions made lo this body as 
shall be deemed by said board, to be to the best interest of 
the State.' After which Mr. Bailey was summoned before the 
board and asked if he still desired to make a contract, for the 
term of four years for the sum of $25,000, whereupon he ex- 
plained that said offer had been made conditioned upon 
having the option at the end of four years of continuing the 
lease for six additional years upon same terms, but rather 
than another should get the lease, he would make the offer 
of $25,000 per year for four years, payable semi-annually, 
and $500.00 per year for an attorney to represent the claims 
for pardon or commutation of such convicts as may be un- 
justly serving sentences. It appearing from the pipers sub- 
mitted by the House of Represent Hives that West Bros, 
had iffered through Hon. J. L. Morgan, $26,000 per year upon 
same conditions, and West Bros, having left the city, Mr. 
Morgan was summoned before the Board to represent their 
interest in the premises. After considerable discussion, 
during which it transpired that an agreement had been pro- 
posed between E. B. Bailey and West Bros., that the party 
getting the contract would sub let such as his unsuccessful 
competitor desired, and Mr. Bailey agreeing to raise his 
proposition to $26,000 per year, and $500 for attorney for 
convicts, and to enter at once into a contract on raid terms, 
his proposition was duly accepted, and the Commissioner of 
Agriculture was directed to forthwith consummate such con- 
tract with Mr. Baihy." 

Afterwards Gen. Bailey. Messrs. T. G. and J. A. Cranford, 
and Messrs. J. W., E. E., and W. S. West, under tl e firm 
name of West Bros , agreed to divide the convicts equally 
between themselves, Bailey to have one-thiid of the convicts, 
T. G. and J. A. Cranford one-third, and the West Bros, 
one-third, for a term of four years, commencing January 1, 
1894, and ending December 31, 1897. 

Each party or company entering into good and sufficient 
bonds for the faithful performance of the contracts, Gen. 
Bailey to pay the State $8,833.33 per annum for his share of 
the convicts, T. G. and J. A. Cranford, and the West Bros, 
similar amounts. This arrangement was duly approved of 
by the Board of Commissioners of State Institutions, pend- 
ing the execution of these contracts, on August 24, 1893, 
your Excellency called the attention of the Board of 
Commissioners of State Institutions to numerous com- 
plaints that had been received against the so-called 
trusty system practiced by the contractors of con- 
vict!, and also to several outrageous crimes that had been 
perpetrated by these trusties, which had alarmed the people 
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living near the various convict camps, and caused them to 
petition that (his trusty system be abolished, after dis- 
cussion of the subject, the following resolution was adopted 
by the Board, viz : 

"Resolved, That t' e so called system of "trusties," in 
which said trusties are permitted and sent beyond the walls 
of the stockades, and from under the surveillance of the 
guards, is an evasion of the sentences of the court, a viola- 
tion of the spirit and intent of the laws, and a menace to the 
safety and peace of the communities where practiced, and 
that it is the order of this Board that the contractor and his 
sub-contractors be immediately notified that such system 
must be at once discontinued, and that no convict be per- 
mitted to go beyond the limits of the stockades unaccom- 
panied by suitable guards. 

" Kesolv. d further, That the secretary at once serve copies 
of this resolution upon the contractor and sub-contractors 
through the Commissioner of Agriculture." 

On the 31st of the same month Messrs. E. B. Bailey, E. E. 
W^ft and J. A. Cranlord appeared before the Board and 
"made complaint that the order issued on 24th inst. , forbidding 
sending trustbs beyond the limits of the stockades unaccom- 
panied by a suitable guard works a great hardship upon them 
and so materially changes the condition of their contract that 
the i-aid order sh-uld be either rev. ked, or a reduction of 
ten thousand d- liars ($10,000) per annum should be made on 
the amount to be paid the State on their contract.' The situ- 
ation being discussed for two hour", the Board adjourned." 

On September 1, 1893, the Board considered again the 
proposition of the contractors for hire of convicts, and with- 
out arriving at any definite conclusion, the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and General Lang, private secretary, were ap- 
pointed a committee to visit the several camps and ascertain 
the fact as nearly as possible in regard to amount of damage 
or loss to contractors and sentiment of the people living in 
proximity to the camp, and report at as early a day as prac- 
ticable to the Board the results of their investigation. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture and General Lang visited 
the various convict camps early in the month of September, 
and the following is a copy of their report : 

Tallahassee, Fla., October 17, 1893. 

Honorable Board of Commissioners of State Institutions: 

Gentlemen — The undersigned having been appointed by 
your Board at its meeting held September 1, 1893, to visit the 
different convict camps, investigate the system of employing 
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trusties, confer with the citizens adjacent to such camps, and 
to report as to public feeling upon that subject, and upon the 
probable extra costs to the contractor and sub-contractors by 
reason of the enforcement of the Board's order lorbiddiug to 
running at Urge of trustees beyond the camp limits and from 
under burveillance of the guards, beg leave to report as 
follows: 

On the 5th day of September, the earliest period at which 
we could make it convenient 10 leave other official duties, we 
took the afternoon train ol the F. C. & P. railway and pro- 
ceeded to Live Oak, where we spent the night, and at 9 a. in. 
the next day proceeded to Hildreth, a station about three 
miles from Lhtueknee Springs, where the main camp of E. B. 
Bailey is 1< cated. (Jeneral Bailey m-t us at this station with- 
his carriage and diove us to his camp. Here we met about 
eighteen or twenty of the nearest neighbors and discussed 
with them the situation regarding the permitting of trusties 
to go on errands beyond the surveillance of the guards, and 
found, wiih but one excepion, and that, a man who lived 
abou 1 seven mile- away, all disposed to permit General Bailey 
to continue the trusty system as heretofore. The one man 
objecting, said he had but little experience with trusties, but 
learning that a new mine was to be opened near his home in 
a short time, and beiog aware of the uneasiness felt in other 
sections growing out of the recent diabolical outrage perpe- 
trated in LaFayette county, lie did oppose the system and 
thought the convicts should not be trusted away from camp 
or from under guards. 

This was the result of a meeting in the forenoon In the 
afternoon a large number of citizens, about 70 or 78, as- 
sembled at the camp, and upon going out to meet them and 
learn their views, we found that almost without an excepiion 
this party was bitterly opposed to the trusty system. Most 
of this latter party lived from three to ten miles away, and 
had but little or no special complaints of outrages or breaches 
of order or law, to report against any convict trusty. We 
circulated freely among these men, heard their views and 
questioned ihem as to the sentiment of -the communities 
which they represented, and they all stated the people to be 
opposed to the system. The only overt act of violence re- 
ported by any as occurring amongst any of General Bailey's 
convict*, was reported by Mr. Jolly, a former foreman of 
convicts under Mr. Dutton's lease. He reported that some 
time previously a country frolic and dance had been given at 
or near his present place of business, Hildreth Station, three 
miles from Bailey's camp, and that at night about six or 
eight of his trusties came to that frolic. Among the persons- 
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thus going there, were Green W. Hodge and John B. Riley, 
white men and trusties. During the evening Hodge and 
Riley had assaulted and beaten a white citizen who was at 
the frolic, and that duingthe evening Riley spoke to him 
saying, "you see Capt. Harrell treats me better than you did, 
he allows me to go where I please, and lends me his pistol 
too," at the same time exhibiting a revolver which he claimed 
was the foreman's. General Bailey explained this unauthor- 
ized laxity "f discipline by stating ihit the number of re- 
ceipts of convicts at that lime had so crowded the stockade 
building, as to leave i o room for his trusties inside, and 
pending the erection of another stockade building, he had 
quartered the trustees in a building outside of the stockade, 
and they had taken advantage of the occasion to slip off 
without "his knowledge. At the time of our visit his new 
stockade was completed, and he informed us that the trus 
ties were all locked in at night the same as oik rs. It is due 
to Captain Harrell, the foreman, to state that he stoutly de- 
nied ever permitting Riley or any other convict to hav* his 
pistol. 

Until our visit General Bailey had not put in force the 
order of the Board prohibiting trusties, and this was com- 
plained of by this gathering ol the citizens, but he promptly, 
when told that the Board expected a strict compliance with 
. the order, called in the trusties and made arrangements for 
hired men to take their places. Before dispersing, this meet- 
ing delivered to us two petitions, signed by 112 of the citi- 
z -ns, protesting against the trusty system and asking for its 
abolition. These petitions are hereto ati ached as a part of 
our report. On the Tth we visited Mr. Herlong's pi ice, but 
as his convi- ts were in the woods we did n>t see thorn, al- 
though he reported that he had stopped ihe trusty system 
promptly upon receiving the or.ler. We met but few citiz n n< 
here, but ail were favorable to the system, expressing them- 
selves as preferring to have the convicts near them and their 
families than th • same numb r of hired negroes, and had no 
oomplaints to make. From here we proceeded to Lake City 
by rail, and in the afternoon took a carriage and »eot out 
fourteen miles to the camp of Messrs. Cranford. Cranf.rd had 
but about fifty convicts, and no near neighbors to complain, 
his camp being located in what, but for his turpentine farm 
would be an unbroken wilderness. The nearest settlement 
was about six miles away. We saw no one not connected 
with the camp, and of course heard no complaint here. Mr. 
Hillman, the foreman, informed us that he had promptly com- 
plied with the Board's order and had no trusty outside of the 
5 
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8 ill yard. We did not visii the cimp of Mr. Young, as he 
hid advisid us that he had no tru-ties, and the enmity of the 
neighbors to his camp to the system had been abundantly 
manifested to this Board. From Lake City we returned 
during the night of the 7th to Tallahassee, reaching here on 
the morning train of the 8th. 

la conclusion we have to say that we think the sentiment 
of the people is decidedly opposed to the practice of allow- 
ing truitiea to run at large, and we therefore would recom 
mend that the order forbidding the practice be coninued in 
force. Regarding the approximate extra cost to "he con- 
tractors, and the consequential damages resulting to them by 
reason of this order, we fid it d fficult to arrive at a 
reasonably accurate conclusion. The open and palpab'e 
extra c st would be easily estimated by allowing one hired 
man ior each tin convicts, where they are worked in the 
woods. Such men or boy3 could be hired for about $15.00 
per month and their board, which should not exceed $10.00 
more, or say $25.00 per month for each ten men woiked in 

the Wood?. Tu t^e mmp« tlii«« pvn nqo ■. nnld }>p. f^rpatly 

less, perhaps not exceeding one-filth of the sum. But it is 
claimed by the Contractors that this would be but the minor 
portion of the damages. Loss of the incentive to good be- 
havior and faithful work, they ur^e would be the h aviest 
damage, and this can not b • computed We w.mld respect- 
fully invite attention to their rep -rts upon this subject, 
hereto attached and asked to be c msidered a part of this re~ 
port.

On October 25, 1893, the Board of Commissioners of State 
Institutions met in the executive ofllce and proceeded to con- 
sider the report of General Lang and the Commissioner of 
Agriculture. Letters were read from Messrs. Ilerlong, Young 
and Crantord. subcontractors, submitting estimates of extra 
costs by reason of the prohibition of using convict trusties 
General E. B. Bailey, being present, explained his reason for 
submitting no form il written report and estimate, and dis- 
cussed the question of consequential damages likely to be in 
curred on his contract by reason of the abolition of the trusty 
system. After full discussion of the st bject, it was moved 
by Oommissioner of Agriculture Wombwell, and seconded by 
Secretary of State Crawf-rd, that in consideration of the fact 
that the bid for convict labor and contract entered into there- 
•under, was made under the expectation that the contractors 
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would be permitted to continue the trust}- system, which was 
an inducement for the bid made, that the aunu ll payments 
and the consideration for the labor of the convicisbe reduce. 1 
trom $26,500 per year to $21,000 per year, whic'i being sub- 
mited to vote of the Board was carried. 

In accordance with the action of th i Board, ihe Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture entered into new contracts with the 
contractors, and new bonds in the penal sum of seven thou- 
sand dollars each, were made by them, the bondsmen in each 
case being required to swear he was worth the amouat of the 
bond over and above all debts and horn- stead exemptions. 

The present contractors mak • their payments semi- 
annually on the first days of January and July of each year, 
and pay #3,500 each on those days. The State now receives 
for hire of convicts, $10,500 semi-annually, or $21,000 an- 
nually. The co-vict« are delivered to the contractors at the 
jails of the counties where convicted, and the State is at no 
expense for transportation of them, or for any care, custody, 
or maintenance after they are received by the contractors 

The present contract >rs have sublet p irt of thu convicts 
each receives, and they are worked at the following places : 

Hon. E. B. Bailey has about twenty-five at work near Fort 
White, Columbia county, in the mining of phosphate; he has 
about 160 near Albion,Levy county, these also mine phosphate, 
and do other work incidental to mining; he has sub let about 
fifty men to H. F. Dutton & Co., who work them in phos- 
phate mines near Lexington, Alachua County. 

T. G. anil J. A. Cr.inford have the convicts lea-ed by 
them at work as follows: Baird & Fraz^er work about 
thirty-six men in the manufacture of naval stores near 
Guilford, Bradford county; Knight & Hillman work about 
seventy near Osceola, Alach la county, in the manufacture of 
naval storrs. 

They work forty-four convicts in the manufacture of naval 
stores near Oxford, Sumter county, and they have sublet 
about fifteen meu to Colonel H. L. Morris, of Morriston, 
Levy county; these also manufacture naval store*. 

The West Bros, work about fifteen men near Welborn, 
Suwannee county; these are also engaged in the manufacture 
of naval stores. 

They have sub-let about 100 of their convicts to A. W. 
Barrs & Co., who work them in phosphate mines near Clark, 
Alachua county, and they have also sub-let about 100 to 
Camp Bros., who work them in phosphate mines near Lexing- 
ton, in the same county. 

The convict camps are in charge of sober, reliable and hu 
mane men. The contractors are careful in the selection of 
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sober and reliable men for guards. Nearly every camp has 
an attending physician. Immediately following the tables of 
siaiistic8 will be found ihe report of the chaplain of the con- 
victs and reports of physicians and others as to the health of 
the convicts at the different camps last year. 

I again suggest that the value of convicts sent to the State 
prison would be greatly enhanced if the term of sentence was 
for not less than one year. A convict who has only two to 
six months to serve is seldom remunerative to the contractor, 
and were ii not for the contract and bond he would prefer 
that a short term man remain in the county jail rather than 
go to the expense of sending for him. 

The law in relation to applications for pardons, or rather 
commutations of sentence, should be so amended as to allow 
a long term or lifetime convict an opportunity to be released 
after a term of seven years or longer of exceptionally good 
conduct without having to furnish copy of indictment, sen- 
tence of court, and especially a statement of the (acts testified 
to at the trial, to the Board of Pardons. Nearly all of such 
convicts are very poor, and after a few years in a convict 
camp are forgotten by friends and often relatives. 

It would relieve an already overburdened court if the con- 
stitution was amended so as to relieve the judges of the Su- 
preme couit of that much of their duty as makes them mem- 
bers of the Boar 1 of Pardous. The exercise of the pardoning 
power should be an executive function and not a judicial onei 
and it is often rather peculiar for a judge to have to consider 
as a member of the Board of Pardons a case he has but re- 
cently passed upon as a judge. 

There is one thing needed more than anything else in con- 
nection with the present system of convict labor, and I espec- 
ially request that your Excellency cili the attention of the 
Legislature to it. It is this. A person should be appointed 
by the Governor to visit each convict camp not less than once 
a month, to examine as to food, clothes, medicine, medical 
attention, and treatment of the convicts. Such a person 
should have some knowledge of medicine and be a prudent, 
sober and reliab'e man. His salary and traveling expenses 
could be paid out of the money arising from the hire of con- 
victs, and not cost the taxpayers one cent. The Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture has not the time to visit the convict 
camps as often as they should be visited. He keeps the rec- 
ords of the convicts and looks after their interests as much as 
possible, bat the duties of the office proper require his pres- 
ence at the capitol nearly all the time and it is impossible for 
him to give as much attention to these unfortunate people aa 
should be shown them.

Report of Chaplain. 



Hkrlong, Fla., January 3, 189>. 

To Hon. L. B. Wombwell, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Tallahassee, Fla.: 

Dear Sib— I received yours of the 2d, and contents noted. 
I will say in regard to my work as chaplain of the State 
prison during the year 1893, that I had only four camps to 
risk, and could give them more time than I have been able 
to do in 1894, but will say that during 1893 the convicts 
were well fed and clothed. There were bu* four camps, and 
I visited them once a month. Last year there were eleven 
•camps, and I have been getting around to them every eight 
weeks. I tbink their spiritual condition was better year be- 
fore last than at present. I have adopted a different plan in 
my work. After preaching to them, I talk to each one con- 
cerning his soul's salvation, and think it has a good effect 
upon those who profess conviction. 

You ask me to make a report oa each camp separately. I 
will do so by commencing at Frazier's and others in Bradford 
county: The general condition was good; spiritual, not very 
good; mental, not very good; physical, good. 

West Bros, in Suwannee county: General condition, good; 
spiritual, poor; mental, tolerably good; physical, good. 

E. B. Bailey's camp in Columbia county: General condi- 
tion, good; spiritual, bad; mental, good; physical, poor. 

Barrs' camp in Alachua county: General condition, good; 
spiritual, good; mental, good; physical, good. 

Knight & ilillman's in Alachua county: General condi- 
tion, good; spiritual, not so good; mental, good; physical, 
good. 

Camp Mine in Alachua county: General condition, good; 
spiritual, good; mental and physical, good. 

Gold & Co. in Alachua c >unty : General, mental, spiritual 
and physical conditions, all good. 

E B. Bailey's in Levy county: General condition, good; 
spiritual, good; mental and physical, good. 
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Morris' in Levy county : General condition, bad ; 
spiritual, poor; mental, medium; physical, good. 

I will say in conclusion, that the convicts have been well 
fed and clothed and cared for, so far as my general observa- 
tion goes. I understand there was a camp established at 
Wildwood some time in December last, which I have not 
visited yet. 

I submit the above as my report.

oners in camp, seventy -nine (79) of whom were discharged 
by expiration ol senteLce, five (5) were rehased by Board of 
Pardon?, three (3) escaped, and five (5) died, leaving a bal- 
ance of two hundred and eight (208) on hand January 1, 
1895. Of this number we have only one (1) s-ick, who is 
suffering with chrome rheumatism. The sanitary condition 
of the camps are good, and health of all the prisoners during 
the year was exceedingly good, except those in a camp lo 
cated in ihe northern portion of Columbia county, which 
was abandoned about November 1st.

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Agriculture. 



As agriculiure is the base of our country's prosperity, and 
there'ore the greatest factor in th«< attainment of human hap- 
piness, it is but just that every effort consistent with proper 
.regard for expenditure in maintenance of the cause, Bhould be 
made by the Stile for the advancement of the industry upon 
which so much depends, for there is not a single individual 
citizen of our State but is dependent in some degree, either 
directly or indirectly, upon this industry. Sine- my last 
report upon this subject, our country has passed through 
changes which in extent and eflect, are without example in 
its history. In the gr. at and universal depression of business 
affairs, and losses consequent thereon, the agriculturists of 
our country have borne the greater part. The heavy reduc- 
tion in price of two <<f the principal farm products of the 
countr}-, to values that take away every particle of prolit 
from the producer, has indeed brought "hard times" to 
many portions of our country. In onr State we have also 
felt the force of these great change*, but not to the extent 
that some other sections of the country have. 

As it has be«-n, and is still, the policy of this bureau to 
lend all the aid it can under the law to the agriculturists of 
the State, it ha* spared no effort to give every advantage pos- 
sible by the correc: reporting of the crop conditions, the pub- 
lication of scientific information and reports, and the distribu- 
tion of the same free to farmers, fruit growers and those en- 
gaged in other pursuits throughout the State and, when re- 
quested, abroad. There are those who object to the 
publication of crop conditions and results on the around that 
too much publicity is hurtful. But the experience of those 
who have given close attention to such matters is to the con- 
trary. It has been demonstrated time and again that knowl- 
edge of true conditions made public have thwarted the specu- 
lators in their efforts to deprive the producer of his profits by 
depressing the value of his product. Publicity with the 
stock gambler means the destruction of his business. 

During the rammer of 1893, at the earnest solicitation of 
many persons whose views coincided with my own, this 
bureau determined to make an exhibit of a few of the leading 
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products of the State at the World's Fair then being held at 
Chicago. Accordingly a letter addressed to the people of the 
State asking for ihe donation of articles f.-r exhibition, waa 
published in the Bulletin of the bureau. It met with a gen- 
erous response, and quite a number of exhibits were gotten 
together, forwarded to Chicago, and placed in charge of Col. 
J. M. Kreamer, who was directing the exhibit of the Disston 
company. In addition to the articles donated, the bureau 
purchased nine cases of assorted wines from E. Dubois of 
Andalusia vineyards, and a bale of Florida Cuba tobacco 
from General P. Hou->toun. Both of these exhibits were 
placed in the hands of Colonel Kreamer, and all were dis- 
played to the credit and b •neQt of the State. That this ex- 
hibit was not without its advantages, is proven by the nu- 
merous references to it by many persons in their letters of 
inquiry, who propose to become citizens, as well as by many 
who hav'- made Florida their home since that time, and who 
were influenced to do so, at least in part, through this ex- 
hibit. Tne wines and tobacco have been returned, and are 
now packed away, in possession of the bureau. 

In 1895 the demand for literature giving information upon 
the various resources of the State became so great th.it it was 
difficult to meet it, aid as the Florida Sta <- Horticultural 
Society at their meeting'.hat Vi-ar had prepared elaborate and 
valu ible reports on agricultural and horticultural subjects, it 
was determined to make a proposition to the society to pub- 
lish the proceedings of their meeting, first in the Monthly 
Bulletin of the department and afterward in book form. The 
proposition was accepted and the work was published in the 
manner above mentioned. Two thousand copies were printed 
and after turning over to the society 500 copies lor distribu- 
tion among its members, the remaining ones were used in 
furnishing information in answer to inquiries concerning sub 
j ?cts therein discussed. lu the same manner the bureau pub- 
lished the proceedings of the meeting of the s >cieiy in 1894, 
but printed only 1,000 copies The close relationship exist 
i.ig between this society and the State in the purposes and 
objects to be attained appear to me to warrant the assump- 
tion by the Siate of the cost of publishing its reports. In 
other states they are looked upon as necessary to the success- 
ful operation of departments of agriculture. Certainly they 
are among the best sources of reliable information of interest 
to the farmer and fruit grower. 

In the spring of 1893 and 1894, this bureau, following up 
the custom established some years previously, distributed free 
to all who desired them, small packages of imported "Yeulta 
d : Abaja" tobacco seed, and home grown seed from same va- 
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riety, for experimental purposes. Experiments were made 
in every section of the State, even to the islands on the far 
sonthem Gulf and Atlantic coasts. Success was met with in 
all sections, and some of the most flattering reports of suc- 
cess were from these far southern points. The seed experi- 
mented with in the latter localities was the imported. These 
experiments have also demonstrated the fallacy of the idea 
heretofore prevailing, that only merchantable tobacco could 
be grown from second year seed from the imported. The 
fact is, i hat with proper cultivation, the imported seed pro- 
duces about as much in pounds per acre as the second year's 
growth, with the addition of finer texture of leaf. Arrange- 
ments have also been made for the distribution in the same 
manner of a quantity of imported Sea Island cotton seed 
during the coming spring. This is the only kind of cotton 
which Florida iarmers can ever hope to grow with profit, 
and it is surprising that ihey have not availed themselves of 
the great advantages they possess in this respect over any 
other section of the cotton growing region. Florida contains 
an area peculiarly well adapted to growing this cotton, 
greater in extent than the combined area of all sictions out- 
side her borders, and yet she produces only about one-third of 
the long staple cotton grown. Sue is practically in a posi- 
tion to control the output and dictate the price, with proper 
•exercise of concerted action on the part of the growers. 

But let it be understood thai the farmers arejnot advised to 
plant th s or any other special crop to the exclusion of all 
others, for only in the diversification of crop production is 
there safety or profit for the farmer. He must keep continu- 
ally in view the inexor ible law of supply and demand, which 
as surely regulates the production of crops, and the profitable 
disposal of them, as of the products of manufactories, of mines 
and other industries. 

There is no good reason why Florida should not produce a 
very considerable proportion of the fibres. Her soil and cli- 
mate are both well suited to the growth of all fibre plants, 
and those that are not already growing are all but indigenous. 
None experimented with so far have failed to thrive. The same 
may be said of tobacco, rice and sugar. With each of these 
articles the possibility of their production with greater profit 
over any other state or section is a fact clearly demonstrated 
by experience. To the end of bringing about tangible results 
in the promotion of these enterprises, the bureau has directed 
considerable effort the last few months, with good prospects 
for success, and it may be considered reasonably ceriain that 
within the coming year establishments for manufacturing 
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fibre and the refining of sugar will be put in operation in 
more than one section of the State. 

Investigations, extending over the greater portion of the 
present year, with a view of ascertaining with some degree of 
certainty the relative adaptability of the soils of Florida to 
sugar culture as compared with lands of other section* of the 
South have been made, and the fact satisfactorily demon- 
strated that the juice trom sugar cane grown upon the sandy 
soils of this state contains a higher percentage of saccharine 
matter and a proportionate lesser amount of glucose than that 
grown upon the lands of any other state in the cane-producing 
region. The yield per acre and the cost of production are 
both very largely in favor of our State. The same remarks 
apply with equal force as to investigation and results in the 
case of ramie production. 

Thus with a multiplication of industries, increase of market 
facilities, and a multiplying of the markets themselves with- 
out the borders of the State, which surely follows, ani the 
theory of "over-production" disappears before the law of* dis 
tribution proportioned to market demands. 

Within the past year a great, and almost daily increasing 
demand for statistics on sp-cial subjects, has sprung up. 
These inquiries are for statistical information covering al- 
most every conceivable branch of agricultural production, 
industry and trade. These demands come from many 
8 -urces from private individuals and capitalists who are seek- 
ing either a field for investment, or contemplating a change 
of residence, and from officials of the State and Federal gov- 
ernments, also numerous individuals and associations of rec- 
ognized standing in foreign countries, as well as many of the 
Europesn governments. To furnish the information in these 
cases has taken a great deal of time and patient labor, but it 
has been done with invariable promptness, considering the 
many difficulties in the way of such work,chiefly for lack of care 
in filing records, prior to' the establishment of this depart- 
ment by the constitution of 1885. As statistics are chiefly 
valuable for the comparison of the present with any past era 
or period of lime, the loss of so many records is much to be 
regretted. By comparison with the past we are enabled lo 
readjust standards, and fix new ratios, and by the record of 
r.atisiics make truthful history. 

In the universal cry of hard times, there are so many 
people who do not care to study conditions for themselves, 
but are seemingly willing and anxious to believe as true, 
sensational and highly magnified reports upon subjects of 
general interest, that greater weight comes to attach itself 
to such accounts than properly belongs to them. So with 
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the hard times in this State, they are unquestionably more 
apparent than real. 

As a matter of fact, it is hard to believe, after thoughtful 
consideration of existing conditions, that the agriculturists of 
cur state are not in many respects in much better condition 
generally than they were a year or even three years ago. 
There has been no appreciable change in the volume of agri- 
cultural products, while their aggregate value has consider- 
ably increased, the one exception being cotton. The 
farmers have to-day on hand a greater diversity and 
a more plentiful supply of the necessaries of life than 
at any time in the last decade, and they are the pro- 
ducts of their own economic efforts. The meat supply is 
produced at home to a greater extent than ever before, the 
necessity to go out of the State for farm supplies no longer 
exists. The farmers of the State owe fewer debts than for 
years. They have either abandoned the practice of getting 
advances on the future crop, or they have reduced the neces- 
sity for much of it by the cultivation of such crops as will 
yield ready cash when oflered for sale. 

The great depression existing in financial affairs has had 
the effect of making money scarce temporarily, and of ob- 
structing commerce and trade, and this has been so 
greatly exaggerated, that it has given rise to the 
belief that distress is universal. Over fully two-thirds the 
area of our country great personal want and business distress- 
has prevailed, but the people of our State have suffered noth- 
ing by comparison. Other branches of trade having flour- 
ished daring the same period, additional emphasis is thus 
lent to the observations above made. By comparing the 
volume and value of exports for 1893 and 1894, exclnsively 
of Florida production, we have further proof. The value of 
exports from Florida ports in 1893, was $17,135,069.26, ex- 
clusive of the agricultural, horticultural and vegetable pro- 
ducts shipped out of the State. The value of exports for 
1894, as shown by the table in this report, classified by ports, 
was $31,090,436 20, an increase over those of 1893, of 
$13,955,565.94. The tottl exports of 1893, including the 
four fruit and veg:tablc products, as shown by table No. 11, 
was $35,952,227.28. If we estimate the farm, fruit and veg- 
etable products exported in 1894, at the same as in 1893, the 
total exports of Florida products for 1894 would reach in 
round numbers the sum of $50,000,000. These statistics are 
obtained direct from the custom officers of the several ports, 
and the agricultural statistics are collected by the tax assess- 
ors of each county while on his rounds of the county taking 
the assessments of property, and afterwards compiled on a 
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system of blanks and forwarded by him to this department. 
The crop reports are gathered through the assistance of a 
corps of correspondents, 108 in number, residents of the sev- 
eral counties. To these gentlemen specially are the thanks 
of the people of the entire state due for 'he careful and 
painstaking efforts made at the sacrifice of convenience and 
time in the interest of their county and State, without re- 
ward. 

STATISTICS OF MANUFACTURES. 

In addition to the statistics of agriculture and commerce 
usually presented in this report that of laanufacturing indus- 
tries is also included, and while it is far short of what it should 
be it will serve in a measure to indicate the progress being 
made in the line of industries enumerated. Inquiries for infor- 
mation on this subject have become so numerous recently that 
something on this order was necessary to enable the bureau 
to answer questions intelligently. Accordingly the following 
letter was mailed to the tax assessor of each county, a copy 
of which is herewith included: 

Agricultural Department, State of Florida.

Dear Sir — I am anxious to include in my forthcoming 
report to the governor and legislature a list of the several in- 
dustries of each county, such as are indicated on the enclosed 
list. There is no law absolutely requiring this to be done, 
but it affords an opportunity for exhibiting to (he world some 
of Florida's resources, of which little that is reliable is known. 
It will be of great benefit to our Sta'e. It is purely a labor 
of love on my part, and for the good of Florida I ask you to 
lend a helping hand. I enclose a blank form to till out with 
such industries as are in operation in your county, or have 
been during this year. The enclosed list is onlj' for a guide, 
and if there are any others in operation not on the list phase 
include them. No man's business will be exposed, as all will 
be classified and only aggregate quantities and values will be 
published. I would like to have it reurned within two 
weeks. When you cannot be exact in figures, approximate 
as near correctly as possible. Your favorable action in this 
matter will be appreciated very much.

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Thirty of the forty-five counties responded to the request. 
-Among those who failed or refused to recognize the value of 
such a publication of their resources were several of the prin- 
cipal manufacturing counties of the State, the value of whoac 
annual products would have increased the total value at least 
$10,000,000. Whether the business interests desired the 
omission, or because there was no remuneration to the parties 
of whom the work was requested, the fact that they are not 
included is to be much regretted, ".he industry of cigar manu- 
facturing suffered greatest, the aggregate value of whose 
products would reach at least $12,000,000. The industries 
are classified by counties, and the classes are recapitulated, 
showing the capita! invested and the value of the annual 
product of each class of industries reported. Thfre are 551 
industries in operation in the counties reporting, with a com- 
bined investment of capital of $8,571,050, and an annual 
product of %10,382,1 07 in value. Had there been a full re- 
port from all the comities the number of establishments re- 
porting would have reached near 1,200. with a proportionate 
increase of values. 

In that portion of my report relating to land matters, I 
omitted to state that a great deal of time and effort has been 
expended in investigating and correcting errors in the re- 
peated assessment of lands sold to the State for taxes, and 
much valuable work has been accomplished. 

In concluding the leport of this bureau, which is mainly 
statistical, and so closely allied to the interest of the great 
majority of the people of our State, in whose behalf its best 
efforts are ever directed, I desire to express to the several 
collectors of t he porta, to each member of the corps of crop 
correspondents, to the tax assessors of the several counties, 
and others who have so kindly lent their assistance to the 
advancement of the work of this bureau, my sincere appre- 
ciation and hearty thanks. 



Immigration. 






Since my last report upon this subject the business, and 
consequent importance, of this bureau has steadily and rap- 
idly advanced. The great business depression which has 
hung like a pall over the country for months and has been 
vastly intensified by the failure of crops and the strikes of 
labor societies in certain sections of the United States, has 
created a widespread desire among the people of those sec- 
tions to seek new homes in a milder climate, where the prod- 
uct of their toil is more certain of results, and the rigors of 
protracted winter are comparatively unknown. The realiza- 
tion by these people of the conditions referred to, 60 vividty 
brought home to them, has brought forth a perfect flood of 
inquiries concerning the resources and advantages of Florida 
and its adapi ability for home-making by people of northern 
latitudes. The questions propounded are multitudinous in 
number and cover every conceivable phase of the subject. 
But i hey are questions pertinent to the object, and include 
information which every individual is naturally expected to 
demand, and receive, relative to the particular line of industry 
in which he proposes to embark. 

In the past two years something over fourteen thousand 
enquiries have been received, and fu'l attention given them. 
Five-sixths of this number were from heads of families, the 
others from single men and women, while still another por- 
tion included in ih- number, but in the form of home immi- 
gration sociciies handed together for ihe purpose of obtain- 
ing information for joint benefit, have been supplied with all 
the informa' ion the bureau was capable of furnishing under 
the situation. These socie'ies are formed, so their representa- 
tive states,tbr the double purpose of forming a colony of their 
own, wherever it is determined to locate their future homes. 
To what extent the efforts of the bureau are rewarded, it has 
no means of knowing, but very many times throughout the 
year appreciative letters are received from individuals tell- 
ingfis of 'he fact that they have become citizens of Florida 
through the work of this bureau, as for instance in the case 
of th- White City colony, this bureau was directly instru- 
mental in inducing Mr. Pio, its original projector, to locate 
in Florida. The untimely dea'.h of Mr. Pio, and the ab- 



sconding of the financial manager of the colony with its 
funds, crippled it badly, but I am informed that it is again 
getting in fair condition. In other parts of Florida there 
are colonies and individuals whose settlement in our midst 
was directly brought about through the efforts of this 
bureau. 

In the fall of 1893 the sudden and immense increase in the 
demands for printed and other information found the bureau 
scantil} - supplied with such material and it could not long have 
withstood the demand. The only source known to the bu- 
reau from which such supplies could come was from the 
counties. Accordingly a letter was addressed to the board of 
coun'y commissioners of each county, setting forth the con- 
dition of affairs and suggesiing the advantages that the coun- 
ties might derive by the publication of a county pamphlet de- 
scriptive of iis resources, etc. Quite a number of the counties, 
representing fairly well all portions of the State, responded 
promptly and liberally, and the bureau was saved the mortifi- 
cation of having to make excuses and explanations. 

The supply is again getting low, and it, will soon be neces- 
sary to look about for the means of obtaining more. In this 
connec ion it would seem the proper plan to have published 
at the expense of the State, a book setting forth in a truthful 
and businesslike manner the advantages and possibilities, op- 
portunities and inducements the State has to offer to capital- 
ists and homeseekers. Such a woik need not necessarily be 
very expensive, and it could be arranged so that future edi- 
tions could be had at a nominal cost, with additions that 
might be required in case of n-print. 

A book of this kind would supply a want that has con- 
tinued to grow until it has become a positive necessity. A 
moderate fund at the disposal of the bureau would enable it 
to keep up a full supply of printed matter, and with a perfect 
equipment in this respect, accomplish more good for the 
State than would be derived under the expensive and unsatis- 
factory methods heretofore practiced. The day of expensive 
traveling immigrat-on agents has passed, there is no longer 
any ntcessity for them, if indeed there ever was. Peoplede- 
siring to immigrate. lay great stress upon the point that they 
want information direct from this ottice, because they con- 
sider it more reliable than when otherwise obtained. Official 
indorsement is what they want, and is considered a gnaratity 
of, truthful statements. In this respect it is an invariable 
rule with this bureau under the present management to make 
no statement that is not true to the best of our knowledge 
in every particular. 
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During the latter part of August, 1894, on the solicitation 
of Mr. Hamilton Disslon and Mr. J. S. Charleson, secretary 
10 the Disslon company, Mr. J. S. Charleson of Philadelphia, 
was appointed a commissioner of immigration for the State, 
and laier on Mr. A. Shulson of Sioux City, South Dakota, 
was also appointed assistant to Mr. Charleson. These gen- 
tlemen are in the service of Mr. Disston, directing the affairs 
or that company's immigration department. The appoint- 
ment is purely honorary, and at no cost whatever to the 
State In October of 1894, Mr. E. D. Sabin of Chicago, a 
gentleman largely interested in Florida investments, was 
given a similar appointment on sain.- conditions. Through 
the efforts of Messrs. Charleson and Shulson, a large number 
of people have been settled in the Eissimmee valley country. 

As this bureau has no means of directly locating settlers 
on any particular lot or parcel of land, it has been compelled 
to refer hundreds of applications of this character to individ- 
uals and corporations having large bodies of land for sale, 
t'r-'in which selections can be made, and who can furnish a 
man to show the location of the lands. A no; e worthy fact 
not common in the history of immigration is that without a 
-single exception so far ev.-ry applicant for information pre- 
paratory to his or her removal hither makes the plain statement 
that they have certain amounts of money, varying from a few 
hundred to several thousand dollars with whieh to defray ex- 
penses of removal and a living until crops can be made to 
yield results. As inhabitants of energy and thrift are the 
only ones beneficial or desirable in any community;' it would 
appear to be the part of wisdom for the State to lend all legit- 
imate encouragement to the acquisition of such people. The 
Cotton States International exposition, to be keM in Atlanta, 
Gn., next fall, would be a most excellent medium* for the 
further enlightenment of these classes of industrialists as to 
the true productive re-ources of our soils, mines, forests and 
factories. 

The increased size of the foregoing reports over pre- 
vious ones prec u les their discussion in detail, and 1 have 
endeavored to direct attention to a few of the main questions 
in as short a manner as seemed to me consistent with a proper 
reg ird for their importance. 

When the legislature of 1891 repealed the law which sup- 
p»rted the bureau of immigration no special disposition of 
the furniture in the Jacksonville office was ordered, and it has 
been used a portion ol the time by consent of the commis- 
sioner for the price of the storage, but last summer the pro- 
prietor of the rooms where it was stored, after having been 
giveu up by the parties using it, demanded storage or its re- 
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moval. The bill for storage was paid, and it was brought 
to Tallahassee and placed in the office of the present bureau, 
where Lt was greatly needed, and is now in use. 

To the county boards of commissioners, officers of corpora- 
tions, the State pre^s and individuals who have so generously 
and patriotically given their assistance to the cause of the 
State, and its immigration work, I extend uooh grateful 
thanks, and to your Excellency for the uniform kindness and 
wise counsel in the conduct of official affair* I beg to 
acknowledge mj' sincere appreciation.
